The Chairman informed the Board that he had discussed 
this case with Mr. Sherman Kent, the Director of National Estimates, and that 
Mr. Kent had withdrawn the Career Services support for this case. The Board 
was unanimous in agreeing that not meet the criteria for partici- 

pation in the System at this tim^n^tns^ne was not serving on a career basis 
in a field which normally requires the performance of qualifying service as an 
integral part of a career in that field. t° be informed of this 

tentative conclusion and advised that he was entitled to submit, in writing, 
any pertinent information to the Board priortothe Board making a final recom- 
mendation to the Director of Personnel. also to be informed that 

this action does not preclude reconsideration of his eligibility to participate 
in the System if he should meet the criteria for designation in the future.
